School opens for registration in 
the Antioch Grade School on Tues- 
day, September 6, starting at 8:45 
a. m., and closing at 11:10 a. m. for 
the children, but teachers will re- 
main for an afternoon workshop 
period. 

The cafeteria will be in full op- 
eration on the second day of 
school, Sept 7. The charge per 
meal will be 25c and, with 17 school 
days in September, the charge for 
this month will be $4.25. Parents 
are urged to pay for children's 
lunches by the month, in advance, 
in order to relieve the teachers of 
excess bookkeeping. 

All kindergarten and first grade 
students enrolling in this district 
for the first time must present birth 
certificates as proof of age.. Chil- 
dren residing in District 34 are eli- 
gible to attend kindergarten If their 
fifth birthday is on or before Dec. 1, 
1955; while -those who will be six 
on or 'before December 1, 1955 may 
be enrolled in first grade. Kinder- 
garten children will register the 
first day in two shifts. Those who 
live outside the village of Antioch 
will attend the morning session and 
will register Tuesday morning, 
Those living within the village lim- 
its will attend the afternoon session 
and register Tuesday after 12:45 p. 
m. Parents may tafce their kinder- 
garten children home immediately 
after registering^ them on the first 
day.

Judgments Entered 
Against Delinquent 
Personal Taxpayers 

Judgments were issued against 
residents who are delinquent in the 
payment of personal property taxes 
by Justice Richert Folbrick last 
night, Wednesday, when four per- 
sons appeared in his court in re- 
sponse to summonses issued ten 
days ago. 

Judge Folbrick said that twenty- 
two summonses were served and 
that only four persons showed up 
in court as a result The four 
cases were disposed of in four ways 
—one delinquent paid; one asked 
a continuance; one osked ten days 
grace 'in which to pay; and one re- 
fused to pay. 

Judgments were issued against 
the one who flatly refused to pay, 
along with the nineteen who failed 
to appear. Judge Folbrick said that 
an execution on the judgments will 
be issued after a ten day appeal 
period and that action would be 
taken to seize and sell property of 
value to satisfy -the judgments. He 
added that more than 50 per cent of 
the' taxes given him for collection 
have been paid prior to (the time 
of ithe issuance of summons. 

Coses to be heard by* Justice' of 
the Peace Richard Seyfarth are 
scheduled for Friday, August 26, 
at 2 p. m. Judge Seyfarth said that 
while about 30 summonses had been 
given the - constables for service, 
only about 20 of these have been 
served. He mentioned that some of 
the names on the list are those of 
deceased persons and others who" 
■have moved away from Antioch.

Crusoe's Story 

As Controversial 
As Davy Crockett's 

WASHINGTON — OoaUkin-cUa ■ ' 
Robinson Crusoe, a world hero 
long before Davy Crockett ever 
■aw a coonskln, Is soon to have a 
statue erected in his honor In Hull, 
England. 

Citizens of this fast rebuilding 
city, hardest bombed of any Brit* 
._ Ish center except London, claim 
that, Alexander Selkirk, the real- , 
life Crusoe, set sail from , Hull on 
the voyage that led, to his lonely 
exile. 

Most authorities grant that Sel- 
kirk's adventures fed Daniel De- 
foe the main plot for his classic. 
Two Islands, however, still main- 
tain theirs is the Crusoe Island. 

The confusion derives from the 
mobility of Defoe's mind. He built 
his story around the rugged four 
yoarg and four months Selkirk 
spent on Mas-a TIerra, a boomer- 
ang-shaped rock mass 400 miles 
off Valparaiso, Chile. But he 
dipped his pen Into the Caribbean 
for the setting. 

The novel, published In 1710, de- 
scribes Crusoe as a mariner "who 
lived eight and twenty years, all 
alone In an uninhabited island on 
the const of America, near the 
mouth of the great river of Orono- 
que." It also tells of Crusoe's 
sighting a near-by Island, identi- 
fied as Trinidad. 

Tobago therefore must have 
been the fictionalized Crusoe is- 
land, since Trinidad Is the only 
Island visible from it. 

Selkirk was not shipwrecked. A 
hot-tempered Scot, he ran away 
from home to join the English 
buccaneers. When 32, he shipped 
on the "Cinque Ports." Quarrel- 
ling with the captain, he asked to 
be put ashore. The captain gladly 
set him down at Mas a Tierra 
with a box of clothing, a gun, pow- 
der and bullets, a little tobacco, 
hatchet, a Bible, knife and kettle. 
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Grade Schoolers 
Learning Languages 

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa.— Now 
they're teaching grade school chil- 
dren foreign languages.

Average 1955 Model Car 
Uses 22.8 Light Bulbs 

CLEVELAND— New automobiles 
are better lighted than ever be- 
fore. The average 1053 model pass- 
enger car uses 22.8 light bulbs. 
The typical American home em- 
ploys only about 10 general light- 
ing lamps. 

The Increase of electric light 
sources on automobiles has been 
a slow but steady one. Although 
the changeover from acetylene to 
electric headlamps was underway 
as early as 1010, the number of 
bulbs per car by 1025 hod reached 
only 5.5. This figure reached 13.5 
In 1940, 16.3 in 1046, and 18 in 
1050. 

Among light bulbs used In to- 
day's well -lighted car: back-up 
lights, parking brake indicator, 
clock, glove compartment, Ignition 
switch, map, dome, under hood, 
trunk, hand spot, ash tray and 
compass lamp. 



Diet Won't Affect 
Cancer Susceptibility 

CHICAGO— The theory that veg- . 
etarlans are less likely to get 
cancer than meat eaters Just can't 
be proved, a physician has written 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

There are two exceptions to the 
general rule that vegetarians and 
meat caters are equally suscepti- 
ble, he said. Women who have a 
disease called Plummer- Vinson 
syndrome, . which apparently re- 
sults largely from lack of Iron 
and vitamin B. tend to have more 
cancer of the mouth, pharynx; nnd 
esophagus. This Is due to the un- 
avallablUty of green vegetables. 
The other exception Is the high 
'Incidence of cancer of the liver 
among the African Batnus, who 
cat virtually no meat.
